WASHINGTON, April 26.—Atty.-Gen. 
Olney today sent to Congress the draft 
of a bill prepared by the Department 
of Justice for reorganization: of the 
Union Pacific, and readjustment of the 
claims of the. United States against 
the company. 

The bill authorizes the Secretary of 
the Treasury, with the approval of the 
President, to receive bonds in exchange 
for the present claims of the United 
States against the Union Pacific Rail- 
road Company. and the liens of the 
company,due to the United States on the 
company to the United States on the 
Ist day.of July, 1894, for principal and 
interest of the bomds of the United 
States issued jin aid of the construction 
of the Union Pacific and Kansas Pacific 
Railroads. The new bonds shall bear 
interest at the rate of 2 per cent. per 
annum, and be sécured by mortgage. 
The Union Pacific shall pay annually 
into the sinking fund $1,650,000, and de- 
fault for six months shall be cause for 
foreclosure. A 
—the ageregate_amount_of_indebted- 
ness shall be computed and ascertained 
as follows: ~ 

First. To the total amount of the 
principal of said bosids of the United 
States shall be added the interest 
which shall-then have been paid, and 
the interest then and thereafter paya- 
by ie United States thereon until 

respective dates of the mat 
made or credit given thereon. 


Second. , the aggregate 
amount sa ascertained shall be de- 
payments or cred- 


ducted any and all 
its upon the said indebtedness to the 
United , as Shall appear in the 
bond and interest accounts of said 
companies, respectively, with | 
United States as July 1, 1894. ' 

Third. The present worth of the bal- 
ance fund shall be computed as of 
July, 1894, by discounting the said bal- 
ance at the rate of 2 per cent. per an- 
num for the period between said last- 
mentioned date and the av date 
of maturity 9f said bonds of the United 
States 


The amounts computed and ascer- 
‘tained shall , deemed to be the 
| amount due to the United States on 
July, 1894, and the bonds of said com- 
pany shall be received by the United 
States as herein provided and par for 
said amount. The bonds to be received 
by the United States are to run one 
hundred years, to mature July 1, 1994, 
and to draw 2 per cent. per annum in- 
terest. The bonds shall be secured by 
a mortgage covering all the property, 
real, personal and mixed, of. the rail- 
way company. Under the terms of this 
mortgage, the Union Pacific, begin- 
ning with the year 1905, shall pay an- 
nually imto the said treasury sinking 
fund $1,650,000, default for six months 
to be a cause for foreclosure. The funds 
and securities now in the hands of the 
treasury, Union Pacific fund, shall be 
held as further security for the new 
bonds to be issued. 

The Attorney-General is given au- 
thority to co-operate with the Union 
Pacific reorganization now at work. 
The plan this committee shall agree 
upon, it is provided, shall limit the an- 
nual fixed charges of the company to 
$8,500,000. Bonds for extension and de- 
“velopment of the reorganization sys- 
tem may be issued hereafter by consent 
of two-thirds of the~-board reorganiza- 
tion, the bonds to be subject to an 
amount to be fixed by a majority of the 
stockholders. The. existing first-mort- 
gage bonds shall now be and are sune- 
rior to the government’s lien. The 
company is given power to provide for, 
by issuing at or before maturity, other 
bonds to run not exceeding seventy-five 
years, and to bear not exceeding 5 per 
cent. annual interest, the lien to be the 
same as the present bonds. An annual 
sinking fund of $45,000,000 is provided 
for 'the redemption of these bonds. 

The board of directors is to consist 
of five government directors and fif- 


may be chosen by preferred stock- 
holders and eight by common-stock- 
holders. Provision is made for the 
courts providing for debts of the com- 
pany, and for other jncidents of the 
foreclosure. 

The main features of legislation pro- 
posed in the plan submitted by the 
Attorney-General are as follows: If 
the existing corporation is to be pre- 
served, that ought to be done without 
resort to the harsh process of foreclos- 
ing its liens. If it should be otherwise, 
however, the bill provides for foreclos- | 
ure by sale or otherwise. If by sale, 
it authorizes a reorganization plan con- 
forming to the provisions of the act, 
and not less favorable to the United 
States. 

Second—The existing first mortgage 
bonds for $33,529,512, less amount of 
bonds in the sinking fund to be can- 
celed: $7,616,000, are to be renewed and 
extended at a lower rate of interest 
(not exceeding 5 per cent.) with a pro- 
vision for a sinking fund estimated at 
sufficient amount to extinguish the debt 
at the maturity of bonds. 

Third—The debt of the United States 
to the amount of $50,000,000, is to be 
paid in 2 per cent. 100-year bonds, se- 
cured by a second mortgage on all the 
principals in future to the acquired 
property of the company, and further 
secured by a provision for a sinking 
fund of such amount, in annual pay- 
ment on account of it. Interest on 
these bonds shall aMvays equal the sum 
of $1,650,000. From this arrangement 
the United States receives great ad- 
vantage according to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. Its debt becomes secured by all 
the property of the company, over 8000 
miles of ‘road, whereas the only secured 
lien of the United States is now con- 
fined to 1432 miles of road. Its debt is 
further secured by an annual payment 
to a sinking fund of about $250,000, 
which will grow larger as the bonds 
of: this issue are redeemed. In the in-

United. States not only contributes its 
Share toward the reduction of fixed 
charges, but may be expected to be

Pacific Company for profit, but on politi- 
“grounds, and if satisfied with: the 
securities.for the principal sum, and 
assured of, the ability of the company 
to perform its charter duties, it may 
be content with a moderate income. 
Fourth—The bill authorizes and pro- 
vides to"be secured by a third mortgage 
of the entire property. (called the gen- 
eral mortgage) bonds to be issued for 
the purposed followin: First, they 
are’ to be used in funding and _ re- 
funding , by exchange or other- 
wise, outstanding obligations. , This 
funding and refunding process is ex- 
pected and required to result in a great 
reduction of fixed charges; second, 
it would be the height of 
folly to reorganize the company, leav- 
ing it without resources for develop- 


a thing of constant growth, if not in 
mileage, in the condition of its plant, 
and constantly requires fresh capital 


for the new construction; consequently 


the general mortgage bonds may be 
used for improvements with the con- 
sent of two-thirds of the directors. 

Fifth—The power of using general 
mortgage bonds and stock for refund- 
ing is limited so that the annual 
charges for sinking fund requirements 
of bonds held by the United States, and 
the guaranteed bonds of the company, 
if all bonds are issued, shall not ex- 
ceed $8,500,000. This limitation, by cut- 
ting down the fixed charges by from 
$4,000,000 to $5,000,000, seems to make it 
measonably certain that, after the re- 
organization, the company can hardly 
fail to Operate its roads successfully 
and to meet all legal requirements upon 
ts revenues. 

Sixth—The, existing sinking fund of 
the United States is utilized by .the 
cancellation of such parts as consist 
of existing first mortgage bonds, and 
‘by placing the balance of it with the 
Secretary of the Treasury.as addi- 
tional security for the new bonds ac- 
cepted by the United States. 

Seventh—A plan of reorganization 
has not yet been formulated. There- 
fore but little progress can be made 
with such a plan until the requirements 
of the government are clearly ascer- 
tained. It has been claimed that the 
.government should content itself with 
prescribing what it will accept in pay- 
ment of its debt, and leave all the other 
terms of reorganization to be settled 
by the directors and stockholders in- 
terested. It would be necessarily im- 
provident for the United States to as 
sent to a plan which was 
not known in advance, and which 
was not thus ascertained to be such 
that under it the reorganization com- 
mittee may be expected to permanently 
operate its road and fulfill all its pri- 
vate and public obligations. A plan 
of that character would simply bring 
the government, in only a short time, 
face to face with the demands that 
now confront it. The government ought’ 
not consent to a scheme which it does 
not know to be framed on principies 
of justice to. all parties. While per- 
_private interests involved 
all possible latitude, the proposed Dill” 
puts limitations which are simply what 
sound policy and justice require. Thus 
the, fixed charges after reorganization, 
fixing an amount which the 
charges, guaranteed rentals, et¢,, shall 
not exuveed. So the entire scheme of 
reorganization must be satisfactory 
and receive the co-operation of the 
law officers of the government, and 
the bill also provides in terms that 
the plan of reorganization. shall con- 
fer the same conditions upon all mem- 
bers of each class, without ina- 
tion or preference. 

HBighth—It being highly improbable 
that differences should not re- 
Specting the rights of parties under 
the plan of reorganization, the bill 
provides a forum by which they shall 
be adjusted. The forum suggested is 
the Court of Appeals of the District 
of Columbia. It may be suggested 
that under the plan of reorganization as 
agreed to on behalf of private 
interest, Congress should remain pas- 
sive. Until the requirements of the 
United States are first authoritatively 
defined, however, the private parties 
are without the groundwork upon 
which a reorganization plan must rest. 
The bill will furnish that ground, will 
put creditors and stockholders in pos- 
session of the exact conditions they 
have to deal with, and enable them 
to agree upon a plan of reorganization. 

How largely the United States in its 
creditor capacity is interested in the 
success of such a plan, has, perhaps, 
been already sufficiently urged. But 
it may not improperly be urged that 
much more is involved than the exact 
price to be collected on the public debt. 
Congress started the Union Pacific 
Railway Company to promote great 
public erds and to secure great public 
advantages, and to grant lands and 
subsidies on the express condition that 
it should transmit its  dispatcnes, 
mails, troops and munitions of war, 
supplies and public stores for the gov- 
ernment. 
~Unless the objects have ceased to be- 
of value or that a corporation like the 
Union Pacific Railway Company is noi. 
needed for their accomplishment, the 
rehabilitation of that company or the 
substitution of another with like fran- 
chises and subject to the like duties is 
imperatively demanded on the broad 
ground of the general welfare. It is 
of importance to the public and of im- 
mense moment to the public of States. 
and Territories traversed by the road.

It will 
again become live property, a principal 
factor in the growth and prosperity of 
the many communities served by it 
only when the control of the courts, 
which can no more than preserve the 
existing status, is superseded by the 
control of owners who can deal with 
it on the principles applicable to al! 
business enterprises. 

The Attorney-General says: “I am

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Immedi- 
ately after the reading of the journal 
in the Senate Mr. Jarvis, recently ap- 
pointed from North Carolina to suc- 
ceed the late Senator Vance, was 
sworn in. 

Senator Allen’s Coxey resolution came

in their rights, but they would 
have to learn to abide by the

with them it would open a crevasse 
which would end in a flood of final de- 
struction. If any one wanted to come 
here, whether they were employed or 
unemployed, to inspect the public build- 
ings and visit Congress, their rights 
would be respected, but when they 
seized trains to come on, when they 
violated the laws of the country ana 
trampled on the rights of the people, 
Congress ought not io treat with them. 

Senator Wolcott of Colorado entered 
a vigorous protest against passing the 
resolution. He was at.a loss to under- 
stand the purpose of the _ resolution, 
which should not change the law in any 
respect, but simply extended a cringing 
invitation to those men calling them- 
selves unemployed, some of whom were 
coming by begging, some by their over- 
powering force and some on stolen 
trains. The only excuse for such law- 
less action as had been recently en- 
acted had been the utterances of men 
in high places holding offices. Mem- 
vers of the Senate who had spoken of 
a servile police force and a paid sol- 
diery, seem to think it proper to de- 
nounce in the Senate men sworn to do. 
their duty. It was to be regretted the 
rovernors of certain States had been so 
unwise as to urge these men to make 
a descent on the Capital of the United 
States. His own State had the mis- 
fortune to have one of these governors 
whose antics had brought discredit ani 
dishonor _ to his commonwealth and sul- 
lied her fair name. . 

Senator Wolcott said he was tired cf 
dealing with these methods of admin- 
istration. The times were out of joint,

the British Protectorate Over the 
Group—The Natives Still 
Hostile. 


LONDON, April 26.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) The movement looking to a 
British protectorate over the Samoan 
Islands is no longer disguised. To all 
appearances a secret understanding 
exists between Great Britain and Ger- 
many, which includes also the United 
States. 

A person in high authority here ques-

INDIAN E EDUCATION. 
Close of the Teachers’ Institute 
at Colton. 


Large Delegation from Redlands— 
Some Instructive Papers 
Given. 


COLTON, April 26.—(Spécial Corre 
spondence.) The third and final day's 


session the Teachers’ Institute of 


the Indian schools of the Mission Tule 
River Consolidated Agency was the 
best-attended and one cf the most in-. 
teresting of the institute.|The public 
schools were dismissed for the fore- 
noon in order to give the teachers an 


“pportunity te*attend, of which. they 


availed themselves. There was also 
present quite a delegation from the In- 
dian Association at Redlands, among 
them A. K. Smiley, who has for years 
done much valuable work for the 
cause of the Indian, having been one 
of the commissioners to locate the res- 
ervations in this part of the éountry. 

Upon an invitation from Mr. Smiley, 
thé “téachers in the Indian schools 
went this afternoon to Rédlands to 
take a drive over Canyon Crest Park 
(Smiley Heights.) 


“Indian Day Schools—Best Method 
of Teaching English’’ was the title of 
a paper by Mrs. J. H. Babbit of Agua 
Caliente. She said that it is better to 
teach a right method poorly than to | 
teach a wrong one well. No single 
method can be taken in its entirety 
and used successfully in an Indian 
school. Be. independent—have opin- 
ions, .even if they have to be changed. 
Fach teacher has her individuality, 
which she uses in her own peculiar 
way. Teach the children according to 
their peculiar needs. 

The work of the pupils of the school 
at Saboba, exhibited by their teacher, 
Miss Mary L. Noble, was most con- 
vincing of the progress they are mak-: 
ing there, and of the possibilities lying 
beneath the dusky skins of the In- 
dians. Besides some fine specimens of 
pressing and mounting botenical spec- 
imens, there were drawings of various 
kinds of objects, copies of colored 
maps, and others made from memory, 
compositions and several issues of the 
monthly journal published by the In- 
dian children, called the Saboba News, 
in which there were some excellent ed- 
itorials, which Miss Noble read. Some 
of the work in sewing and fancy work, 
done by the Indian children at the Po- 
tree. Banning, were shown by Miss 
Morris 


‘“‘Sunday-school Work”? was discussed 
in a paper by Mrs. E. J. Maris. She 
placed the Sunday-school as among 
the most important of the agencies at 
work to educate and elevate the In- 
dian. The teacher of the Indian should 
look well to the foundation stones in 
the work of assisting him in characéter- 
building. One of the first things ob- 
servable in going among the Indians 
to work is the need of Christianizing 
them. The preparation of the work in 
the Sunday-school should be as thor- 
ough as any other.

The 
schools are poorly built, and sanitary 
laws are. wholly ignored. The ceilings 
ere all too low, and headaches result, 
The systems of the children usually 
lack alkaties. Salt should be given the 
chiidren to keep the balance between 
alkali and acid. The teachers should 
diagnose all cases in treating children, 
Look pupils direct in the eye. Observe 
facial expressions, Inculcate Christian- 
ity. Be cheerful. 

Prof. F. W. Bliss spoke upon the 
advance made by Indian children, 

‘Other speakers were Miss L. Hope 
pock, A. K. Smiley, Rev. Mather, Mias 
Noble and others,
